PARTIES IN GERMANY. 

The Social Democrats Have Not Made the 
(ialns With Which They Were 
Credited. 

BERLIN, June 20. — Corrected returns 
from the constituencies in which second bal- 
lots were taken oil Saturday show that the 
Social Democrats have not gained so many 
seats as wero claimed for them on Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. From West 
Havelland, Hamburg and Rudolstadt, false 
reports were sent in to tho effect that the 
seats had been lost by tho National Liberul 
candidates, although to-day'a returns show 
that the latter carried all threo constituen- 
cies by good majorities. At 10 o'clock thia 
morning the number of Social Democrats 
known to have been elected on and 
since June 15 is but 14. The gains 
of the National Liberals in tho sec- 
ond ballots have been especially notable. 
Tho Government parties generally have 
held well together, and have secured more 
ts in tho second ballots than they wero 
thought to have any chance of obtaining. 
Early this evening all tho constit uencies heard 
from numbered .'i7.'i> theirdeputiesare classi- 
fied as follows : Clerioals, 77 ; Social-Demo- 
crats, II ; Alsatians, 12; Conservatives, 7-1; 
Free Conservatives, 23 ; National Liberals, 
17 ; Poles, 19 ; Anti-Semetios, 10 ; Richter- 
ist's Radicals, 19 ; Independent Clericals, 
11 ; Radieais, 11 ; Radical Unionists, 11 ; 
Ouelphs, (i ; Bavarian Peasants' League, 2 ; 
South German Democrats, 11; Danes, 1. 

It is estimated that on the first ballot 
there were some :>00,000 votes for tho bill 
and 380,000 atrainst it. Tho total vote 
polled was 172,0(10 larger than in 1890. 

Proposed Recall of Chinese Minister. 

Si.N FRANCISCO, June 20. — China advices 
by tho steamship China say that at a recont 
conferonce of the council to discuss the 
Geary act, Prineo Ching and two other 
members of the Yamen proposed recalling 
tho Chinese minister at Washington in tho 
event of tho United Stutes enforcing tho 
act. Tho .statement waa also tr.ude that it 
was at one time intended that the departure 
of H. B. Vang Yu for the Stutes should be 
delayed until something bo done to repeal 
the obnoxious cluuses of the act. The in- 
structions to the minister at Washington 
wero that he should return to China on tho 
expiration of his term without waiting for 
his successor.

Admiral Tryon's Rare Heroism- 
Heavy Explosions after the 
Vessel Turned Over. 



London', Juno 26.— The United Press 
correspondent sends from Beyrout an ac- 
count of tho sinking of the warship Vic- 
toria by tho warship Camperdown, oil Tri- 
poli, on Thursday U3t. Admiral Tryon, he 
says, visited Beyrout last week, with the 
squadron of sixteen vessels, and he and his 
otlicers wero entertained by the Anglo- 
American residents. The whole foreign 
colony was en/eU . The guests were enter- 
tained at banquets, balls and receptions. 
The final reception was given nt tlio house 
of an English physician, on Wednesday 
evening. Tho farewells wero said shortly 
before midnight, and at 1 1) o'clock on Thurs- 
day morning the fleet sailed away for tho 
mancuuvres, oil Tripoli. The weather was 
sunny ; there was no breeze ; tho eea was 
smooth aa a mirror. Tho vessels had 
been drawn up in double line. Abreast 
they were about six cable lengths apurt. 
The bow of each vessel was two cable 
lengths from the stern of the vessel ahead. 
At about .'1 o'clock tho fleet was thus ap- 
proaching Tripoli. Admiral Tryon aignalled 
tho order for single (ilo. At the time the 
order was givon tho Victoria and Camper- 
down wero almost exactly abreast, both 
slowly turning inward with n sweeping 
movement and their bows converged. The 
Victoria was slightly ahead as they ap- 
proached. The Camperdown pushed heavily 
upon her and rammed her on the Btarboard 
side of the bow. She tore with tremendous 
force through the Victoria's hull and drove 
the ram through to tho Victoria's middle. 
It was just 3:150 o'clock when, with tho 
great rip in her hull, tho Victoria began to 
founder. 

Admiral Tryon tried at iirst to 
run her ashore, but the distance, 
nearly fivo miles, was too great. 
The great vessel turned over broadaido, and 
eight minutes after she was struck went 
down. Rigid discipline wus maintained. 
Tho invalids and prisoners were brought on 
deck, and provision was hastily made for 
their safety in case of the worst. The crew 
remained at their posts. When five minutes 
wero up Admiral Tryon apparently realized 
that his vessel was doomed beyond all hope 
of Hafety, He then gavo tho order, "Let 
every man save himself." Many of the men 
rushed from their posts and jumped into tho 
Ben. Others were hurrying from below to 
follow them when tho end came. The bow 
disappeared gradually at first, then rapidly 
plunged so that the hull stood almost per- 
pendicular in tho water, and paused mot ion- 
less for a moment, and finally rolled com- 
pletely over. Two tremendous explosions 
were heard, und then tho Victoria 
Bcttled under. Admiral Tryon did not 
leave the ship. Ho was the laat man seen 
as she first plunged her bows under water. 
Ho stood on tho bridge as long ns it was 
possible to stand anywhere ou the deck. 
His body has not beeu found. Two hun- 
dred and ninety of the officers and crew 
were saved. Many were severely injured by 
the concussion of the two vessels. 

The Camperdown has a sixteen foot hole 
iu her bow. She uiado a deal of water, and 
was only knpt alloat by tho closing of her 
water tight compartments and by pumping. 
The lleet lies at anchor before Tripoli, while 
the Camperdown is making temporary re- 
pairs, which will enable her to reach Malta. 
The Victoria lies in 70 fathoms of water. 
It will be impossible to float her. The 
bodies of twennty victims have been found 
and buried in Tripoli. The Victoria had 
a bund of Italian musicians on hoard. 
English Consul Trotter and Sir George 
Wellesley wero to have been the guests of 
Admiral Tryon on the wiyago to Tripoli, 
but the captain of the warship E litiburgh, 
who was an old friend of theirs, persuaded 
them not to accept his hospitality aud 
they thus escaped the disaster. Tho me- 
morial service for the lost sailors was held 
in the Anglo-American church in Beyrout 
yesterday. The church was draped in black. 
A dispatch from Port Said says it is learned 
that Rear Admiral Markhum's dispatches 
regarding the loss of I ho Victoria have been 
sent by mail to tho Admiralty. The cruiser 
Barnaul which, it was thought, would carry 
the dispatches, has arrived at Port Said. 

The otlicers of tho vessol confirm the 
story already told, but they can give no 
explanation us to the cause of the collision. 
They state that Admiral Tryon's order was 
sixteen points to starboard for ono division, 
and the same to port for the other division. 
This gridiron movement, us it is called, is 
defended in naval circles as teaching com- 
manders how to handlo their ships, and en- 
abling the admiral of the fleet to bring the 
flagship readily free to windward, or vice 
irersa, in order to hear tho brunt of an 
action or to obtain the best position to con- 
trol a squadron. 

The officers of the Barham say that even 
aftor the men of tho Victoria were ordered 
to save themsolvcs, they persisted in their 
gallant attempt to fix tho collision 
mat iu position. This usually occupies ten 
minutes. Admiral Tryon's signal for assist- 
ance was promptly obeyed, nvery vessel im- 
mediately Bending boats to tho rescue, but 
the suction caused by the sinking vessel 
dragged down tho strongest of tho swim- 
mers. Tho great fatality was due to the 
fact that when tho vessel went down the 
propellcra were still revolving rapidly. As 
tho ship sank muny of tho sailors wore ob- 
served crawling up the sides of tho hull to 
the keel. All agreed that Admiral Tryon 
showed rare heroism. 

After he had ordered all to savo them- 
selves, the coxswain ran up to him with a 
lifo belt. Tryon refused to take it and told 
tho man to seo to his own safety. 
He stood on the bridge, motion- 
less nnd with folded arms, awaiting mire 
death. Without, exception the officers and 
crew behaved nobly. Tho explosions after 
tho Victoria turned over are supposed to 
have b/ien the bursting of her boilers. Bo- 
Bides thoao already mentioned in tho Ad- 
miralty dispatches, tho list of drowned in- 
cludes ; Lieut, Munroe, Bub-Lieut. Gillett, 



Engineers Harding, Foreman, Deadman 
and Hatherley, Gunner Howell, Boatswain 
Barnard and Carpenter Bell. The otlicers 
of the Barham Bay that tho warship Nile 
narrowly missed striking tho Victoria on 
the port side, just as Bhe had beeu rammed 
by the Camperdown. The Admiralty think 
the collision was duo to tho momentary 
failure of the Victoria's steering gear. 
Nothing has been published here to censuro 
anybody in connection with the disaster. 
The Lord Mayor's fund for tho relief of the 
needy families who lost members by the 
disaster umounts to £0,000. 

Questions wero naked in the Houso of 
Commons to-daj , regarding tho foundering of 
tho Victoria. Replying to these questions 
Rt. Hon. Sir U. Kay-Shuttleworth, secre- 
tary to tho Admiralty, said there was reason 
to hope, from telegrams received from the 
British Consol-General at Tripoli, Mr. N. 
T. Moore, that the number of persons 
drowned by tho sinking of the ship would 
be under the estimato at first made. Some 
of the men belonging to tho Victoria had 
been detached temporarily from that vessel 
and detailed for duty on other vessels of the 
fleet during tho manoeuvres. These men 
had of course escaped. So far as ascertain- 
ed the lost numbered .'100, comprising 22 
officers and 338 men. The saved number, 
287, including 20 officers and 2dl men. 

Mr. F. W. Isaacson asked if the Govern- 
ment intended to keep tho Sansparcel, t ho 
ister qbip of the Victoria, in commission, 
or to have her ordered homo from tho 
Mediterranean in order to have experts con- 
sider her construction and, if possible, ascer- 
tain what, if anything, was faulty in it. 

Tho Secretary to tho Admiralty depre- 
ated the asking of auch questions, saying 
that the tiino had not come when they 
ought to be asked. 

This statement was greeted with cries of 

hear, hear." 

The Queen's despatch in reply to that of 
Ambassador Bayard, expressing President 
Cleveland's sympathy on the foundering of 
the warship Victoria was as follows; " I 
thank you most sincoroly for the kind mes- 
suge you conveyed from President Cleve- 
land on the occasion of the terriblo catas- 
trophe in the Mediterranean, the loss of the 
Victoria and bo many bravo officers and 
men, including a dit-tirguished admiral. I 
assure you that I am much touched 
and most grateful for his sympathy." 

Crowds of people remained Saturday 
night before tho admiralty office, in the 
hope of getting some definite information in 
regard to tho fate of relatives on board of 
the ill fated battleship A list of those 
saved was posted on the bulletin boards in 
front of the office. When the list was read 
to the crowd, many touching scenes re- 
sulted. Some, overwrought by the strain 
of anxiety, fainted with joy when the name 
of a loved ono was mentioned among the 
saved. Others, overcumo with grief when 
the list was completed and missing ones' 
names were not mentioned, swooned and 
fell to tho ground. Hundreds come in from 
the provinces to get earlier news. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company, from Malta, Btatos that the Vic- 
toria was cut in two abaft tho barbette. 
Most of those who lost their lives were 
drowned by being drawn under water by 
the suction earned by the Binking ship. 
Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon waa picked 
up shortly after the foundering of his 'flag- 
ship and was carried on board the battleship 
Edinburgh, where he died shortly after- 
ward. The dispatch vessel Surprise is ex- 
pected to arrive at Malta to-morrow with 
tho body of Admiral Tryon. Tlio remainder 
of the fleet is duo to arrive at Malta ou 
Monday. 

Rear Admiral Albert II Markham, who, 
aiuce the death of Vice Admiral Tyron, is 
in command of the British Mediterranean 
squadron, has telegraphed tho admiralty 
that the damage sustained by the Camper- 
down proves, upon examination, to be less 
than wus expected. Ho adds that, though 
the vessel was seriously dam tged, ho hopes 
she will be ready to proceed to Malta in a 
few days, where Bhe will go on the dock for 
repairs.

The vessol left 
Vancouver on January 21, and rounded 
Cape Horn the middle of April. The ships 
second mate was wu hed oveibourd during 
a hurricane. Tho cargo is consigned to J. 
B. liriero of this city.

Toronto, Juno 20 — James Haskett, 
found guilty on a charge of having crimin- 
ally assaulted Margaret Crittenden, has 
been Bentenced to seven years in the King- 
ston Penitentiary.

Monuto.n, Juno 20. — The Now Brunswick 
and Prineo Edward Island Methodist con- 
ference yesterday considered tlio appeal of 
Rev. Mr. Crisp, upon whom un 
attempt was niado to fasten guilt 
for the offences of which Rev. Mr. 
Currie was expelled from tho ministry 
some years ago. A special committee, by u 
vote of four to two, exonerated Mr. Crisp. 
It is probably the end of one of the most 
celebrated clericul Bcandals in maritime 
Methodism. 

Woman in Methodist Conference, 

HALIFAX, June 20 — For the first time in 
the history of American Methodism, as far 
us known, a woman hus beeu admitted to 
membership in a conference, the Nova 
Scotian conference, in session atCanso, hav- 
ing decided that Mary Dauphino has a legal 
right to he on a footing of perfect equality 
■with the malo members in that body, and 
she will take her seat. Three years ago the 
application of Frances E. Willard for sim- 
ilar membership in a United States confer- 
ence was refused. 



It. S. Four I'er Cent*. 

New YORE, Juno 20. — In accordance 
with the orders issued by Secretary of the 
Treasury Carlisle, the payment of interest 
on tho four per cent, bonds, which falls duo 
on July 1st, was begun to-day at the sub- 
treasury. A largo number of tho cheques 
were mailed from tho sub-treasury on Sa- 
turday night.

Ottawa, Juno 20. — Arrangements are 
being mado for Sir John Thompson to visit 
the different constituencies in Ontuiio dur- 
ing August and September. The Premier 
never vieited some of the counties in this 
Province, and there ia a great desire on the 
part of muuy Conservatives to hear him 
speak. Sir John accordingly consented to 
address a number of meetings. 

C. H. Macintosh returned from England 
to-day. Judging from all he could heur in 
Paris, tho outlook for the Canadian case 
before the Behring Sea arbitration is good 
In the matter of regulations to bo applied 
to scaling in Bshring Seu, it is anticipated 
there will bo considerable dill'erence of 
opinion among tho arbitrators. Mr. 
Macintosh denies emphatically the 
Montreal Herald, report that he 
stated everything was settled with regard 
to his appointment us Lieut. -Governor of 
too Territories. Mr. Muckintnsh states 
that the report of the Herald was made out 
of whole cloth. 

So far as tho filling of tho Governorship 
of Manitoba and the Territories iB con- 
cerned, no action will bo taken by Govern- 
ment until the First Minister returns from 
Europo. 

Prof. Boradine, of tho University of St. 
Petersburg, Russia, is here obtaining in- 
formation regarding fish culture iu Canadu, 
with a view to introducing better methods 
iu Russia. 

Tho Exchequer court sat to-day, Justice 
Burbridgo presiding. In the famous trade 
mark caBO of De Kuyper vs. Van Dulkef, 
both gin makers, tho judge granted an order 
to re-open tho hearing and permitting evi- 
dence to bo taken under commission in 
Holland. 

In the suit for damages, Carter VS. Ham- 
ilton, for alleged inlringement of patent re- 
specting a " Black leaf check book" for 
salesmen's use, the judge ruled that tho 
patent failed for lack of novelty. 

Hugh Sutherland has arrived from Eng- 
land. Ho says the condition of the money 
market is such as to render it inadvisable to 
put the Hudswn Bay Railway bonds on the 
market, although he anticipates a success- 
ful issue eventually. 

Hon. Theodore Davie arrived from Tor- 
onto tliis morning, and will see the ministers 
on judicial matters affecting British Colum- 
bia, also upon quarantine. 

Handsome rewards will be presented to 
the officers and men of tho British steamer 
Sandfield and the German steamer Guthiel 
for rescuing shipwrecked Canadian Bailors. 

J. A Sperice, representing the Duckwire 
Tea Co., of Ceylon, to day arranged with a 
local agent for a trial shipment of "sliooks," 
manufactured from Douglas fir, for the con- 
struction of tea boxes for tho Ceylon trade. 
Up to the present boxes have been procured 
from Japan. The Mikado's Government 
having prohibited their exportation the 
Cingalese tea planters have been obliged to 
look elsewhere. Mr. Speuce believes that 
British Columbia cau furnish several million 
tea chests a year. 

Mr. Trudeau, late deputy minister of 
railways and canals, wus taken down to-day 
with inflammation. The doctor says to- 
night that he cannot recover. 

Petitions for tho separation of the Main- 
land and Vancouver Island and creating a 
separate province, have been received by 
tho Governor- General and sent to tho De- 
partment of Justice. In due courso they 
will bo referred to the Lieut. -Governor of 
British Columbia for a reply from his ad- 
visors. 



BANK SUSPENSION. 

The First National Bunk of Port Angeles 
Forced to Temporarily Close 
Its Doors. 

Pout ANGELES, June 20. — The First 
National bank of this city suspended shortly 
after opening its doors this morning. Tho 
suspension was caused by the sudden with- 
drawal of deposits by threo or four largo 
depositors checking out their money as soon 
as tho bank opened its doors. The officers 
of tho bank saw that the currency on hand 
would not hold out, and decided to suspend 
temporarily till funds could be secured. 
Tho assets of the bank are $1-12,000, liabili- 
ties §85,000. There are duo depositors 
$82,000. The bank has been continued on 
very conservative lines, and, excepting the 
lack of ready money in hand, is in excellent 
shapo. The suspension caused no excite- 
ment, and confidence in an early resumption 
is expressed by all parties. The suspension 
will only euuec temporury embarrassment 
to a few. 



HONOLULU ADVICES. 

Spreckels Enters a Libel Suit -Fourth of 
July Celebration— Unmoral Royal- 
ist riot. 

San Francisco, June 20. — The steamer 
China, from Hong Kong, May .'10th, and 
Yokohama, June 9th, arrived thia morning 
with tho following advices from Honolulu, 
dated Juno 19th. 

Tho libel suit brought by Spreckels 
against W. G. Smith, editor of the Annexa- 
tion organ, will bo tried at the June term 
of the Supremo Court. Tho action wus 
brought becuuso of an allegorical reference 
that no man is rich enough to safely engage 
in seditious enterprises ugainst a govern- 
ment which has power to sei/.o his person 
and property. 

Mr. Blount returned on June 11 from 
his fivo days' trip to Maui Ho visited 
tho crater and tho principal plantations. 
A royalist meeting was got up for the ben- 
fit of Mr. Blount. 

Charles Nordhnfl returns homo on tho 
21 at. The annexation party regard him 



with suspicion and aro distrustful, but Mr. 
Blount seems to encourage him. 

The Government is well advised of a roy- 
alist plot to fire tho town and dynamite 
the waterworks and in tho confusion seize 
the Government buildings. Efficient meas- 
ures have been taken to frmtrate any such 
attempt. 

A meeting of American citizens in Hon- 
olulu to arrango for tho usual Fourth of 
July celebration was held at tho Arlington 
hnnsn on the evening of tho 17th. An ex- 
tensive programme will be adopted. Tho 
meeting was called by the United States 
minister, who was, however, too busy to 
oitend in person. 

Tho latest advices from Washington are 
generally felt in Honolulu to be unfavorable 
to an early settlement by annexation. Tho 
Royalists aro jubilant. Thoughtful ones 
Bee this is tho only means of causolidating 
tho Government with a permanent form 
supported by tho great body of taxpayers; 
and property owners. A prominent Social- 
ist intimates that there will Boon be u 
general clamor for annexation among the 
natives, who will discover themselves left 
with little voico in the remodelled govern- 
ment. A special meeting of the cabinet was 
held at noon ou Juno 19, continuing one 
hour und a half, at which Mr. Blount and 
his secretary wero present.

Quebec's Political Trickster Puts 
Forth a St. Jean Bajitiste 
Day Manifesto. 



Eiifflish Aggressions Denounced and 
French Canadians and Catholics 
Warned to Be United. 



MONTREAL, Juno 2G.— The French-Cana- 
dians celebrated tho unniversary of St. Jean 
Baptiste by a big procession yesterday. 
A large number of visitors from Now Eng- 
land and other parts of the country took 
part in the demonstration. The streets in 
tho French quarter wore embellished with 
tho tri-color, American flagB and tho maple 
leaf Canadian omhlem. The procession was 
composed of the various sections of tho St. 
Jean Baptiste Society, the Roman Catholic 
societies of the city, and delegations from 
all parts of the United States. Fifteen 
thousand people marched in the procession 
to Notre Dame church, where Archbishop 
Fabre celebrated high mass. 

A most sensational feature of the anni- 
versary, which was also the 250th anni- 
versary of tho founding of Montreal, is an 
address isBuod to tho French-Canadians and 
ull Roman Catholics, by Count Honorc 
Mercier, ex-premier of the Province of Que- 
bec. He refers in inflammatory language 
to the uggressious of the English majority 
in Canada, which he claims is violating 
treaties and laws with audacity. English 
tyrauuy is seen in Canada by (to use Mr. 
Mereier's words) 

" The abolition of tho French language, 
by exile and confiscation, by political scaf- 
folds and the inhuman execution of young 
men whose crime has been to lbvo their 
country too well ; by the expulsion from 
Acadia of men, women and children; by 
laying waste our fields ; by robbing and 
plundering our farmers — defenseless aa they 
all wore — and at last by the execution of 
Louis Riel. History tells us what British 
fair play, as understood by the fanatics of 
the nation, means ; by the butchery of Joan 
of Arc, tho noble heroine, burned alive at 
Rouen by the English ; by the blowing from 
the cannon's mouth of prisoners of war in 
India ; by England's refusal to grant Home 
Rule to Ireland ; by her arbitrary laws, 
whereby Irish Catholics were obliged to pay- 
tithes to Protestant ministers." 

Mr. Mercior warns his compatriots that 
the only remedy against British oppression 
is tho union of all French Canadians and all 
Catholics, and that if they do not combine 
to protect themselves, both their nationality 
and their religion will be done away with. 
The address is being widely circulated. 
throughout tho province, and is creating a 
great sensation, as it is thought it will make 
a breach between tho English and French, 
in tho Provinco of Quebec, wider than ever. 



GERMANY'S TROUBLES. 

Riotous Socialist Demonstrations — Smart 
Fighting Between the Jlob 
nnd Police, 

Berlin, June 20.— The taking of the sec- 
ond ballots has been accompanied by riotouu 
Socialist demonstrations in several cities. 
In Manheim, where a Social-Democrat was 
unseated by a National Liberal, tho Social- 
Democrats tried to march in disorderly 
bodies through tho streets. Thoy ignored 
tho orders of the police to disperse, and fired 
on the police with revolvers when tho first 
attempt was mado to enforce tho orders. 
Mounted police, who were culled out, event- 
ually charged and scattered tho mobs. 
Several policemen were shot, and many 
Socialists were trampled or cut. Numerouu 
arrests have been made. In Schwotzingon, 
Wcinhem and Neu Stettin similar encount- 
ers havo taken place. Nobody has been 
killed, but many have been wounded and 
arrested in each of these cities. 

Falnl Revolver Accident. 

Denver, Juno 20. — Cel. Sam P. Rose 
was awakened by a noise at his residence 
early this morning, and thinking it camo 
from burglars, took his revolver and started 
to investigate. When about half way down 
stairs the rovolvor was accidentally dis- 
charged, the ball passing through hia 
abdomen and causing death boforo a physi- 
cian could reach him. Col. Rose was one 
of tho most prominent lawyers in the west. 
Ho camo here from Memphis, Tenn., fifteen 
years ago, and served as a colonel in the 
Confederate army. Ho was a Democratic 
candidate for attorney general of Colorado 
in 1888. His family have been in Europe 
for several months and sailed for home from 
Franco last Wednesday. They are now on 
the ocean and will receivo the news of the 
fatal nccidont when the steamer reaches 
New York.

A limy Night in tho Council Chamber 
—Sewerage Construction 
and Inspection. 



The 



Dominion Government and the 
Smallpox Epidemic of 
Last Year. 



When Mayor Beaven took the chair last 
night in tho City Council Chamber tho 
aldormon present wore Messrs. Baker, Hon- 
derson, Miller, Bragg, Belyea and MoKilli- 
can. Later on Aid. Styles and Aid. Munu 
came in. 

Ald. Bklyka's by-law to amend the Street 
by-law was finally adopted. 

Tho Finance committee lecommended the 
payment ot $1,026.10 for miscellaneous ex- 
penses. They also recommended an appro- 
priation of $32,103 for surface drainage. 

Ald. BELYEA pointed out that there was 
nothing ou the minutes to show that the 
tenders had boen awarded. 

Tho report ot tiie Sewerage committee, by 
whom the contracts wero awarded, was here 
read und approved, and tho sum named by 
tho Finance committee passed. 

ALD. MeKii.LlOAN asked what amount 
had been tot aside to defray the expenses of 
examining the tramway company's books. 

TltE MAYOR explained that no sum had 
been appropriated, but it was understood 
that it should not exceed $500. 

Al.D. MlI.LER said that, the cost of the ex- 
amination was S.'iol). This he considered 
sat iafaotory. 

TlIE MAYOR read the report of the Coun- 
cil re the complaint of Hon. Amor De Cos- 
mos as to tho erection of telephone poles 
opposite his property on Government street. 

ALD. BeLYEA moved a resolution approv- 
ing of the erection of the poles in the inter- 
est of the community. 

Ald. Baker thought that Aid. Munn's 
suggestion should bo adopted, so as to pro- 
tect the citizens, and not givo away the 
rights of tho public to any company. If 
the city gave the right to the company to 
erect these poles, they should have some- 
thing in return. The city should have the 
right to run wires on these poles. 

Ald. Miller supported the proposition, 
and moved that tho matter lie over until 
some guarantee bo given by the company 
that the city would have tho use of the 
poleB. 

Ald. BeLYEA pointod out that the reso- 
lution referring to two poles only— those 
opposite lots 533 and b'.U Government 
street. 

Ald. Styles suggested that there should 
La some limit placed on the company as to 
the completion of their works, so far as the 
placing of the poles is concerned. 

Ald. Henderson argued in favor of the 
city reserving to itself the right of using 
those poles if they thought right so to do. 

Ald. MILLER moved that the subject 
stand over for one week. 

Ald. Baker seconded the amendment, 
which was supported by Aid. Bragg and 
carried. 

Ald. BeLYEA pointod out that the Legis- 
lature gavo the telophonc company the right 
to erect tho poles, and it was futile for tho 
Council to attempt to force terms upon 
them. The resolution beforo the board was 
simply approving of the location of two of 
these poles. 

Ald. Baker hinted that Aid. Belyea 
was acting [or the telephone company, and 

Ald. BeLYEA indignantly denied the in- 
sinuation. 

A letter was read from the secretary of 
the St. Andrew's and Caledonian society, 
extending a cordial invitation to the Mayor 
and Aldermen to be present at the annual 
gathering of the society on July -f. 

Tho invitation was accepted with thanks. 

A communication was also received from 
the Sons of Erin, asking the patronage of 
the Council, and also the use of the electric 
lights on tho occasion of their annual cele- 
bration, to be held on July 1 at the Cale- 
donia grounds. The proceedings of the 
celebration go to the B. C. Benevolent 
society. 

The invitation was thankfully accepted, 
and the use of the lights granted. 

A number of applications were read from 
parties anxious to obtain the newly created 
ofiice of Police couit clerk. 

The applications were laid over. 

There were also several applications for 
tho position of inspector of sewerage works. 

Ald. STYLES moved that the position of 
inspoctor be advertised; no one who is uot 
a practical bricklayer to be appointed. 

TlIE MAYOR asked if it was necessary to 
appoint an inspector, and suggested that 
the City Engineer be consulied on the 
point. 

Ald. Bragg thought there was something 
unpleasant ubuut these appointments. If 
thero were five or six applicints 301110 of the 
aldermen would lind a dilliculty or delicacy 
in selecting. 

Ald. BeLYEA — This is the sort of thing 
that is killing this board — the anxiety of 
some of the aldermen to be on both sides of 
the fence. Why don't they cast their votes 
honestly and in favor of the best man. 

After some further discussion the appli- 
cations were tabled. 

A letter was read from Mi. W. R. Wil- 
son, calling actention to the necessity of 
drainage to accommodate the new Ames- 
Holden building. 

Ald. Henderson moved that Mr. Fium- 
erfelt be grained permission to construct a 
sewer from the premises, and connect with 
that of Wharf street. 

Ald. BaKER seconded the motion, which 
carried. 

Market Superintendent Johnson re- 
ported receipts for tho mouth of May as 
$91.00. 

A letter was received from II. H. Small, 
on behalf of tho Minister of Agriculture, 
stating that tho Government did not see its 
way to contribute to the expenses incurred 
in tho suppression of the smallpox epidemic 
of last year. 

The Mayor pointed out that the letter 
was dated, Ottawa, June 5. He did not re- 
member the date on which the two minis- 
ters were in town, but ho brought the sub- 
ject to their notice and was informed by 
them that they h id heard nothing of tho 
matter. 

"I think," saiil His Worship, " that we 
should not let this matter drop. It is a 
claim which they should entertain." 

It was decided to leave the matter in tho 
hands ot the Mayor. 

A complaint was received against tho 
pnundkeeper, who was charged with using 
abusive and threatening language. 

Ald. Baker and Aid. Belyea said that 
they had heard several complaints against 
the pnundkeeper. 

Tho communication was referred to com- 
mittee 

It wa? agreed to admit Lewis Lewis, of 
Cowiohan, 10 the Old Man's Homo. 

ALD. MoKlLLIOAN recommended tho ad- 
mission also of Hugh MoKinlay. 

A. J. Beckford wrote again ro tho intru- 
sion 00 his property by Rock Bay bridge. 

Tho communication was referred to the 
Streets committee.

Ald Bklvka naked if there was any 
undertaking to re'.'tihurso tho Messrs.

The Mayor replied in the negative.

Ald. HENDERSON thought it very unfair 
not to reimburse thoso people who had con- 
structed public sowers. 

It was decided to inform Messrs. Young 
that thcro was no fund ou hand to meet tho 
case. 

The, following was read from tho Secretary 
08 tho Agricultural Association, addressed 
to tho Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

" Referring to the vote of a bonus of 
$3,000 to the B. C. Agricultural association 
to pay oil the deficit ou last year's exhibi- 
tion, the Board of Management desiro to 
thank you for tho same, and would be glad 
to know when the fund will be available to 
draw upon, as they are anxious to got all 
old accounts cleared up as soon as possible.

TELEPHONE TROUBLES. 

Hearing of the Complaints of lion. Amor lie 
Cosmos Brought to a Close. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning Mayor 
Beaven, Aid. Munn, Henderson, Miller, 
Baker and Styles, concluded tho hearing 
of evidence in the ease presented by Hon. 
Amor De Cosmos, who objects to the 
placing of certain telephone poles opposite 
his property on Government street. Hon. 
A. N. Richards and Mr. H. 1). Helmcken 
appeared for the complainant, and Mr. E 
V. Bodwell represented the Victoria and 
Esquimalt Telephone Co. 

Manager McMicking, of the telephone 
company, was the lirst witness examined. 
Ho was questioned as to the safety of cer- 
tain poles, to the location of which Mr. Do 
Cosmos took exception. Tho witness 
averred that the poles complained of wero 
perfectly safe. 

Hon. Mr. De Cosmos was then further 
examined, and at considerable length 
stated his objections to the placing of the 
telephone poles, and contended that they 
were unnecessarily high, and unsafe. 

This eonoluded tho evidence, and Hon. 
Mr. Richards addressed the Council on be- 
half of his client. He quoted from the On- 
tario Act to show that forty feet was the 
prescribed height of telephone poles, and 
argued that if such regulations wero found 
to be advantageous in Ontario, they ought, 
to work in Victoria. Such high poles as 
the Telephone Company were putting up in 
this city were a danger to the community, 
and altogether unnecessary. 

Mr. Bodwell, for tho Telephono Com- 
pany, contended that thero was no danger 
by reason of tho high poles, and that for 
public convenience the company should be 
encouraged, rather than huve obstacles 
thrown in their way. 

This concluded the investigation, tho re- 
sult of which will be officially reported to 
the City Council. 

In the evening the Board of Aldermon 
decided unanimously that tho position of 
the poles complained of should remain un- 
altered.

THE EXHIBITION. 

Tho President and Directors of tho Agri- 
cnltural Association have decided to hold 
tho Exhibition this your somewhere between 
the 1st and the 12th of August. Having 
tho Exhibition so early will enauro a good 
attendance and increase tho chances of 
there being line weather while it ia being 
held. 

It is to be hoped that there will be a 
determination umong all classes of producers 
on the Island and tho Mainland to make 
the Exhibition from every point of view a 
success. Last year's display was a very 
good one, both as regards the quality and 
the variety of the articles exhibited, but 
there was room for improvement. Those 
who noticed the short-comings of last year's 
show will be in a position this year to sug- 
gest and to make the improvements that 
are required, From what has already been 
douo, it can be seen that there is 
nothing to hinder the Viotoiia Ex- 
hibition, being, for ita size, the 
most complete and the most taste- 
ful exhibition on the Pacific Coast. 
But this result cannot be achieved without 
work. The eauso is, however, a good one, 
and is well worth every exertion that can 
be made to advance it. British Columbia 
manufacturers should make a fine display 
this year. It will take time to prepare ex- 
hibits, and if good use is made of the weeks 
intervening between 'his and the date of the 
Exhibition a great deal can be done. The 
farmers and gardeners will, we are sure, do 
their best. It must not be forgotten that 
the Exhibition is a Provincial one, and that 
it will bo regarded as such by those who 
visit it from abroad. It ought, therefore, to 
be an adequate representation of the indus- 
trial condition and the resources of the 
whole of British Columbia. 

THE GERMAN SITUATION. 

The result of the second elections in Ger- 
many hna been to improve the position of 
tho Government. It is calculated that the 
elections have giveu the Government a 
majority of one. But this does net give 
British readers, who judge according to 
British precedents, a fair view of the situa- 
tion. In Germany, what the English know 
as party Government, does not exist. The 
Government counts for u great deal more in 
Germany than it does in England. With a 
majority of only one u British Prime Minis- 
ter would despair of being able to etrry on 
the Government. Ho would have to in- 
crease his majority by some means, or resign. 
But Chancellor Caprivi has no thought of 
resigning. On tho contrary lie is auid to bo 
in good spirits, and is by no nieanB disheart- 
ened by the result of the elections It is 
said thatheisproparodtouccept a compromise 
with respect to the Army Bill when the Reich- 
stag meotB, but all such reports we believo 
are pramature. No ono yet knows— most 
likely not Caprivi himself — what the Gov- 
ernment will do when matters become set- 
tled and the different factions know their 
own strength. It is not improbable that 
tho Government will find itself much 
stronger than it was a year ago. It is evi- 
dont that all men of conservative tendencies 
in Germany, by whatever name they aro 
called, aro alarmed ut tho electoral strength 
which the SocUl Democrats have shown. 
They may see that the public good requires 
that a firm Stand bo made against Socialism. 
In order to do this elFectually it may bo neces- 
sary to make now party combinations, These 
men will be willing to co-operate with thoso 
•vim do not differ from them widely in prin- 



ciple to accomplish this end. It is most 
likely that tho now combination will Bod it 
necessiry to strengthen tho hands of tho 
Government. In that oaso it is not at ull 
probable thut tho Emperor will recede in 
the least from the stand ho hus taken. Ho 
may be able to show that tho increase of tho 
army which ho asked for lust year is, under 
present circumstances, even more necessary 
than when tho Army Bill was framed. And 
it will not, it may readily bo supposed, bo 
very difficult to bring a majority of tho 
Reichstag round to his opinion. 

A TARADOX. 

An International Fire Congress was held 
in London a short time ago. Tho best way 
of preventing and extinguishing fires and 
many kindred subjects were discussed at 
that Congress. During the discussions some 
singular uud noteworthy facts were brought 
out and commented upon. Ono of tbeto 
was that, although the lire brigades and lire 
extinguishing apparatus of tho Unitod 
States are the most effective in the world, 
the losses by tiro in the cities of tho Re- 
public are very much greater in proportion 
to population than they aro in the cities of 
Europe. 

The value of the property destroyed by 
tire in the ciiies of the United Stutes and 
Canada is enormous. The aggregate loss in 
the two countries last year was §132,000,000, 
and if the ratio of the first six months of 
the present year is maintained, the Bum of 
the losses will reach $150,000,000. Add to 
this immense sum tho 835,000,000 re- 
quired to maintain the lire depart- 
ments, and $65,000,000 of insurance, 
and it will be seen how much the tiros of 
North American cities and villages coat 
their inhabitants. The sixty-live millions 
paid as insurance is not lost to tho whole 
community, us the property consumed by 
fire was, but it is lost to tho insurers. The 
destruction caused by each lire in America 
is greater than that of tho average fire in un 
European city. We see that of " the 'J.S92 
ao'ual fires in London in 1891, 2,699 were 
co. lined to the floors on which they origin- 
ated, 1S4 extending beyond such lloora, six 
to adjoining property, and only three ex- 
tended beyond adjoining property ; while in 
Vienna it ia claimed that in no case has a 
fire extended beyond the building in which 
it originated. " In a small section of Bos- 
ton, on tho other hand, there have, within 
the lust five years, been consumed some 
fifteen million dollars worth of property. 
Yet it costs the citizens of Boston ono mil- 
lion a yeur to maintain their firo depart- 
ment. 

It is said, in explanation, that the gov- 
ernmental and municipal regulations in 
Europe, with regard to the construction of 
houses and the heating of buildings, are so 
numerous and so stringent that citizens of 
the United Stutes would not submit to 
them. We should thiuk that it would be 
much more easy to submit to rigid build- 
ing regulations than to have to bear such 
immense losses by firo. 

We have seen somewhere that enquiry 
bus shown ih it the losses by fire this year, 
during a period of not very great trade de- 
pression, are twenty five per cent, greater 
than they were last year, when times were 
better, The inference which the reader is 
left to draw is that there is a proportion of 
insurers who, when times net hard, set fire 
to their property, iu oider to secure the 
insurance money and to escape bankruptcy. 
It is unpleasant to be forced to this conclu- 
sion, for the person who seta fire to his own 
property not only cheats the insurance com- 
pany, but he is careless of the injury which 
he may do to his neighbors. Tho mun 
who, to secure a dishonest gain to himself, 
will run the risk of ruining his neighbors, 
to whom he may be under many obliga- 
tions, is a thorough-paced scoundrel. Yet 
there are many such scoundrels in the cities 
of America. 



A MODERN BALAAM. 

Writers in the French newspapers and 
French politicians have never been tired of 
abusing Great Britain for continuing to oc- 
cupy E^ypt. They have strenuously denied 
thut British occupation has been of the leaat 
benefit to the itihubitunts of Egypt, The 
British, they hold, keep troops in Egypt 
soleiy for the advantage of the British Em- 
pire, with the view, in course of time, of 
taking complete possession of tho country. 

On no subj ot have French editora, of lato 
years, written bo bitterly and so violently 
m the British occupation of Egypt. In 
order to collect facts damaging to Great Bri- 
tain, and to eupply his paper with articles 
thut the French public would be aure to re- 
lish, M Dubois, of the stall of the Figaro, 
went on a mission to Egypt. In giving an 
account of the preparations he made he 
say* : 

J frankly confess at tho outset that 1 
started for Egypt, two months ago, with 
the idea of bunging back something corres- 
ponding to Gladstone's "Bulgarian utroei- 
ties " I packed my portmanteau, purposely 
choosing a vjry large one, with a view of 
bringing back the voluminous documents 
which I could nob fail to collect against the 
British occupation. ''E^ypt for the Egyp- 
tians " Here was an opportunity to defend 
one of those generous causes wh eh tho Fi- 
garo lovea to champion. Well, here I am 
back again. Tho portmanteau remains just 
as it was when I started The space reserv- 
ed for tho anti-British documents has not 
been required. 

Mr. Felix Dubois, when he went to 
Egypt and since he has returned to France, 
has been impelled to play tho part of a 
modern Balaam. Ho went to Egypt to 
curso, he came back to bless; ho wont to 
condemn the British, he came hack to 
justify nearly every thing they have done in 
the land of the Pharaohs. He, no doubt, 
found many in that country who were ready 
to abuse the British to their heart's content- 
intriguing Frenchmen and discontented and 
disappointed Turks and Egyptians. But he 
wan determined to inquire and to judge for 
himself. Ho did enquire, and his judg- 
ment ia that the British have done good in 



Egypt and not evil, and ho is not afraid to 
give the world tho result of his observations 
in tho Figaro in excellent French. 

He found that since Egypt has beon 
under tho British tutelago there has been 
unquestionably, from every point of view, 
notablo progress. Tho finances of the 
country have beon wonderfully improved. 
Instead of being bankrupt— or next thing to 
it — tho credit of Egypt stands high in tho 
money markets of Europe. Ho says: — 

Order has been implanted bit by bit, 
notably in tho finances of tho country 
which wore formerly managed in tho most 
absurdly oeoentric manner. On this point 
ono may bo content to rely upon the 
eloquence of a Bourse quotation from which 
it may be seen that the Unified Dubt at tho 
piesent moment is above par. Deapito tho 
service of that enormoua debt (two and a 
half millions of francs for live million of in- 
habitants) it has been possible to ereato for 
that service a reserve fund which will aoou 
attain one hundred million francs, 

This ia tho best possible evidence of wise 
administration, and evidence, too, thut no 
ono can gainsay. Tho quotations of tho 
stock market are not made to serve the pur- 
poses of either a party or a nation. 

Agriculture has been improved. The 
irrigation works that have been constructed 
under British direction ure worthy of 
all admiration. The yield of the 
land has greatly increased and the 
cultivator ia no longer a down trodden 
slave. Tho public works of tho country 
have been carefully attended to, and justice 
has been impartially administered. The 
boodler is not to be found in Egypt, and even 
" backsheesh " has been driven out of the 
country. Seeing all these improvements 
and finding the country in a flourishing 
state, " How, after this,'' exclaims tho 
honest French journalist, " was 1 going to 
conjure up atrocities ! " 

There were nono to conjure up M. 
Dubois does not believe that the Egyptians 
could or would unaided keep tho country 
in its present well-governed and prosperous 
condition. His description of the effects of 
the British occupation of Egypt may not be 
palatable to many Frenchmen, but It will 
show them that the evacuation of thut coun- 
try would bo a misfortune, not only to 
Egypt, but to almost every civilized nation 
in the world.

tached und in whose praise ho was never 
tired of speaking. A whole-souled, much- 
travelled and well informed man, it wes no 
wonder that those who knew him loved 
him, und his removal will ho to them u 
source of the deepest regret. Ho was a 
victim to Bright's disease, from which he 
hud stiff red for months. IHb widow, it is 
certain, will have tho deep sympathy of a 
large circle who have long known her, to ap- 
preciate her qualities of both head and 
heart. The funeral takes place this after- 
noon from the residence, 84 Fourth street, 
at 1:30 and from Christ Church Cathedral 
at 2 o'clock.

Capt. Kelly's Find In a West Coast 
Cabin-Victoria Sealers ami Their 
Varying Fortune. 



Au Overdue Mail Carrier— The Islander 
To Go To Alaska-Freiuier 
in Service. 



Copt. Fool's little steamer Spiuster, ii 
command of Capt. Kelly, which left hero 01 
the 3rd Inst., returned to port yestcrda) 
after a somewhat extensive and monoton 
oua cruise down the West Coast. Sin 
brought buck four passengers from NootU. 
Sound, and upwards of '200 valuablo furs 
including sea otter, mink, bear, coon aim 
deer. The furs were all Becured fron 
Indians at different points on the coast ii 
trade for clothing, etc , which tho litth 
craft carried from here. For eight day 
after the second day tho Spinster was ou 
from Victoria, the weather was very ban, 
there being continuous gales. On reaching 
Nootka Sound she took the inside patsaag. 
to Quatsino, by way of the Tahsis canal 
and passing through the Narrows and caim 
to where Capt. Devereaux and his part} 
were camping. After a short stay there, th> 
littlo crafc proceeded to Caatala Island, bu 
on I ho way hud to put into a small bay fo 
shelter and to get a fresh water supply. Ii 
taking a circuit around the buy Capt. Kelh 
found the placo to be a deserted India) 
rancherie, and curiosity led him inland t< 
where a little old Indian hut was Btanding 
On opening the door of the hut ho saw tli. 
skeleton of a man upon the lloor. He ai 
once informed the otlier members of hi 
crew about the- matter and an examination 
of the body was made. It proved to be thr 
skeleton of an Indian, and had apparently 
been thcro for upwards of three months 
The body was lying close to tho fireplace, 
where tho Indian, uf'er wrapping a blaokoi 
around him and laying another under hit 
head, had evidently lain down to sleep foi 
ever. Cloee to the body were found two 
bottles— one was broken and the other con- 
tained diluted whiskey, tho eonteuu 
two-thirds gone. From Castala Island 
the Spinster proceeded to Kyuquol, and 
thenae to Quatsino. Three schooners wen 
met in Nootktt Sound, two of which were 
Siwash craft and the other the Seattle 
sealer Frazsr, which had run in from a 
gale, having secured 1 1 skins during the 
three previous days. On tho homeward 
trip tho Spinster again fell in with VV. B. 
Devereux' surveying party at Nootka 
-Sound, and towed ono of their boats down 
to Friendly Cove, where tho latter have 
their provisions stored. At Nootka, Capt. 
Foot was told by tho chief that an Indian 
woman and two children had been shot in 
their canoe by some Indians of the Ahou- 
sett tribe. Ho informed Indian Agent 
Guillod, at Hesquoit, of the report, but 
the latter had heard it before, and investi- 
gated. Tho party, as related in tho 
Colonist, were on their way to Ahousett 
from Hesquoit, and were capsized and 
drowned in a heavy sea which overtook 
them. The same' story, with variations to 
suit tho fancy of the narrators, was heard 
at each of the other Indian settlements 
where calls were made and whero any of 
the inhabitants romained at home, sealing 
and salmon fishing now engaging the ma- 
jority of the native population. 

TUB MYSTERY RETURNS. 

Steamer Mystery returned from Clayo- 
quot yesterday afternoon, where she had 
learned, through Indians, that the schooner 
Venture reached Ahouset on Saturday night 
with 1,000 sealskins, and reported tho Tri- 
umph with 1,500 and the Sapphire with 
1,.">00. The reason of the Venture's return to 
Ahouset is said to bo her Indian hunters re- 
fusing to go any further north. In regard 
to the atory of two Indians murdered on the 
trail between Euculet and Clayoquot, those 
on board tho Mystery heard nothing, 
although the native who carries the mail to 
the latter place had not arrived there up till 
the ateamer left on Sunday afternoon, being 
three or four days overdue. Those on board 
the Mystery had also heard at Clayoquot 
that the sealing schooner San Joso had lost 
one of her canoes and two Indians. 

O.VCT. MOKE AFLOAT. 

The steamer Phantom had no difficulty in 
getting off the beach at Oak Bay on Sunday, 
having floated at high water. Her captain 
says ho beached her purposely, as the ateam- 
er ran out of coal, and while waiting for a 
fresh supply from Victoria a heavy wind 
sprang up, which was so strong that her 
anchors became useless. Tho Phantom will 
now prepare to leave for River's Inlet, 
where she will bo engaged during the Bum- 
mer season tending on the canneries. 

SEALERS 1 SUCCESS. 

A telegram from Carmanuh Point, yester- 
day, announced that the schooner Sayward 
passed thero on Sunday bound for the home 
port, and with a cargo of 1,000 sealskins, 
according to the report of Indian hunters. 
The Mascot was also reported with 1,700 
skins. Strange to say neither schooner was 
either sighted or spoken by the Spinster or 
the Mystery. 

ORDERS FOIL THE [SLANDER. 
The steamship Islander, which will be 
taken off tho Vancouver- Victoria run on 
Sunday, makes her tirst excursion trip to 
Alaska next month, leaving here on July 
2i>. It is understood she will make several 
excursion trips between Victoria and Port 
Angeles on July I. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The C. P. N. Co. will place the ateamer 
Premier on the Victoria- Vancouver route on 
Friday night. She will leave with on ex- 
cursion for the Terminal City at 11 o'clock 
and will return the following evening. 

The C.P.R. steamship Empress ot Jap in 
left Vancouver at .3 o'clock last evening and 
was met off the outer wharf, on her arrival, 
by the steamer Maude. Sho carried a fair 
freight and good passenger list. 

The steamer Joan has been specially 
chartered to take the headquarter batteries 
B.C. 15 G.A., with Battery band, to Van- 
couvernexl Saturday, returning tho follow- 
ing morning. 

Steamer Lottie has been chartered to go 
up tho Fraser river ou some railroad busi- 
ness. 

It is expected that the Isabel will make 
three trips between this city and Angeles 
on July L 

The tug Tepio came down from Vancou- 
ver on Sunday for a scow load of drain 
pipes. 

The U. S. Ooust Survey steamer Gedney 
was in psrt yesterday. 

The Falcon arrived in from Nanaimo on 
Sunday with coal.

When their vocab- 
ulary of invective is exhausted, a nervous col- 
lapse ensues, and thoy weep their way back to 
tho original point of contention only to And 
that it is not to bo settled acc ording to feminine 
methods. The energy that thoy expend In super- 
fluous exertions Is sufficient to propel the entiro 
fair If it were only applied in ti proper manner, 
but tho pitiful lack of doflniteness thwarts 
their best efforts and throws them back upon 
their emotions, which is to say that they aro 
left at the mercy of the defects of their quali- 
ties, as t he philosophers express it. Their omo- 
tional equipment, which serves them so well in 
private life, is found lo he a hindrance rather 
than a help to them Inundertakingsof a public 
character.

CABLE NEWS. 



Explosion of Molten H«lnl. 

BERLIN, June 26.— A terrible accident 
occurred to-day in Hohrig's iron ■works, at 
Magdeburg, in Saxony. Workmen were 
engaged in making heavy easting, and 
wcro pouring molten metal into the mouid. 
Without a moment's warning the explosion 
occurred, tho liquid iron Hying in every 
direction, covering the workmen. Six men 
were killed outright, while seven others 
were so badly burned that t heir recovery is 
despaired of. It is believed that the mould 
was dampened, and that this caused the 
explosion. 

Another .lack Hie Ulppcr. 

London*, June 2G.— The foul crimes of 
Jack the Ripper were again called to mind 
last night by a murder that was committed 
in Rotherhithe, a suburb at tho southeast of 
London. The body of a woman belonging 
to the unfortunate class was found with her 
throat cut, the wound showing that the 
knife had been used from left to right as 
wus the case in all tho murders committed 
by the Ripper in Whiteehapel. The police 
were promptly on tho scene, having been 
attracted by screaming, but the murderer 
had effected his escape, leaving not the 
slightest clue to his identity. The de- 
graded women of Rotherhithe are panic- 
stricken by the fate that bus befallen one 
of their number. Tho body of the dead 
woman was not, mutilated in the disgust- 
ing manner that characterized the crimes 
of "Jack the Ripper," but it is thought 
the assassin was frightened away by the 
sound of approaching footsteps before he 
had time to mutilute the body.

Fred. Day, who escaped on Saturday 
morning from tho Jubileo Hospital, where 
he had been sent by the Provincial jail 
authorities for treatment, is still at large, 
so much so indeed that not even a clue has 
been obtained as to his whereabouts. Some 
supposo ho is still in the city being cared 
for by friends, but others are equally cer- 
tain that by this time ho is safe on Ameri- 
can coil. The search is, however, being con- 
tinued by the police officers with unabating 
vigor. 

Tho strangest part of the whole business 
is that the patient-prisoner should have es- 
caped at all. Oil Friday afternoon it was 
known in the city that his wife was arrang- 
ing to help him out, and the jail officials 
wore bo informed, with tho remit that 
about II) o'clock in tho evening they went 
out to tho hospital. Between 10 and 1 1 
o'clock Dr. Richardson saw Warden John, 
and in course of the conversation Dr. Rich- 
ardson Bays he expressed the opinion that 
Day was going to skip. Thta coincided ex- 
actly with, what Warden John had heard, 
but ho told Dr. Richardson if tho 
man attempted to leave tho ward not to try 
to prevent him ns there would be officers 
outside to catch him. Two officers from the 
Provincial jail were then placed on guard 
outside, at the corner of tho ward, acroBS 
tho quadrangle, where they commanded the 
window of the surgical ward, near where 
Day's bed was. This was before 11 o'clock, 
and it was not until 2:30 a.m. that Day es- 
caped. In tho meantime his wifo had come 
up to the hospital with the buggy, Bad gone 
up to tho ward window and talked three- 
cjuarters of an hour with her husband, being 
afterwards taken in custody by Warden 
John. The guards came away from their 
positions, and the next thing known was 
that Day had escaped. 

Asked about tho matter, yesterday. Dr. 
Richardson, Iioubo surgeon at the hospital, 
said : 

"The Jubilee hospital is not a prison, and 
wo have no means of preventing prisoners 
senthere for treatmentfrom getting away, al- 
though wo would do our best to prevent them 
escaping. I felt suro that man was going to 
skip, and told Warden John ao. He asked mo 
to toll the nurso not to try to 
prevent hia going, as officers outside would 
arrest him should ho make any attempt to 
leave. This was heforo 11 o'clock, so that 
there was at least a period of two to two 
and a half hours in which they could have 
gone right into the ward und taken him 
uway. After Mrs. Day was arrested, in- 
stead of leaving some one at the window to 
see that Day did not get out, the officers 
went around to the front door and rang the 
bell. As soon as Day heard the bell, he 
made a break for the window and cot out — 
bo the patients in the ward say. He knew 
well enough they were after him, and he 
took advantage of their going around to the 
front door to leave. Tho hospital author- 
ities cannot have the slightest blame at- 
tached to them because of the escape." 

Day's wife, who, in spite of curses and 
blows from him, has stood by him in all his 
checkered career, was in the Police court 
yesterday, charged with having assisted her 
husband to escape. She had nothing to say, 
and the prosecution not being ready to pro- 
ceed with tho case, it was remanded until 

July:;. 

THE WEARY ACT. 

Possible Complications With China - The 
Treaty Regarded by China us 
Abrogated. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.— The announce- 
ment made In tlieso dispatches, some time 
ugo, on the authority of tho Counsel for the 
Chinese Government on the Geary law test 
case before the Supremo Court, that the 
Chinese Government had informally noti- 
fied the Government of the United States 
that the enforcement of the Geary Act 
would result in a suspension of all relations, 
diplomatic and commercial, between the 
United States and China, received strong 
confirmation in tho dispatches brought by 
tho last Pacific mail. At the Chinese Lega- 
tion, it is learned that tho new Chinese 
Minister will start from Hong Kong this 
week, and in the ordinary course of travel, 
is expected to reach Washington by the 
last of July. Then the Legation will be 
turned over to him, and tho present official 
will return to China. The new man has had 
quite an extended experienco as a diplomat, 
having been iu charge of some of the im- 
portant Chinese diatriota where ho came iu 
itact with consuls und government 
officials from all parts of tho world. Al- 
t hough the present Chineso minister ban re- 
ceived no information from his Government 

to tho sffMrtiat ft new treaty with the u. 
S. will bo Instituted, still such action is 
looked upon at the legation as not at all im- 
probable. . 

Mr. Ho, secretary to Minister Tsui Ivwo 
Yin, said this afternoon that no word had 
been received hero concerning the inten- 
tiona of the Homo Government, or Premier 
Li Hung Chang, as quoted in dispatches 
from London this morning, and, further, 
that ho did not imagine there would be any 
communication upon the subject to the 
present minister, for the reason that ho 
Wht preparing to leave the city and 
wan arranging hia affaire for his successor 
Mr. Ho, however, intimated that the Chi- 
news Government looked upon the passage 
of tho Geary Act us a declaration of this 
Government that this treaty should be con- 
aldored as abrogated, a position held by the 
oounaol for tho Chineso in the case in tho 
Supreme Conn, in winch the validity of the 
aot was touted. If such be tho caso, Mr. 
Molt inclined to believe that, in view of the 
friendly relations that havo always existed, 
thom should be a new treaty. For this 
reason ho does not, think it improbable that 
stops will bo taken to negotiate a now con- 



vention between the United States and 
China. At tho Stuto departmont to- 
day the significant statement attrib- 
uted to the Chinese viceroy, to the 
effect that a new treaty must be negotiated 
between China and the United States to re- 
gulate the immigration question caused the 
suggestion to bo made by a Stato depart- 
ment official that the President could thus, 
with the aid of tho Senate, absolutely null- 
ify tho Geary act. There would be no 
necessity to secure the consent of the House 
of Representatives. 

A treaty has tho full power of a statute 
in tho United States and, if of later date, 
can replace it us the law of tho land. The 
Supremo court has so ruled in a number of 
caBes, but nowhere moro clearly and specifi- 
cally than in tho Cherokee tobacco case, re- 
ported oleven, Wallace GIG, where the court 
adopt tho language of Judgo Swayne, as fol- 
lows: "A treaty may supersede a prior treaty. " 
It was exactly this that happened when the 
Geary act was passed, for it practically sup- 
pressed the moat important provisions of 
tho existing treaty, and in tho opinion of 
tho Stato Department officials there is,' no 
reason why the act itself should not yield to 
another treaty if the President and the Sen- 
ato seo fit and can agree upan an instru- 
ment satisfactory to themselves and to the 
government of China. 



INDIAN CURRENGY. 

Olllcial Correspondence Between the IMtlBh 
and Indian Governments. 

London, June 26.— A telegram received 
to-duy from Calcutta by tho Anglo-Indian 
hanks hero states that the Indian Govern- 
ment has stopped the coining of silver for 
private accounts at the Indian mints. The 
correspondence between the Government of 
India and the Indian office has been issued. 
It opens with a letter fiom the India Coun- 
cil, under date of March, 1892, urging upon 
the Home Government to aid in the settle- 
ment of the silver question by an Interna- 
tional aereement, failing which, not to defer 
determining upon an Indian policy as, if an 
international agreement, should not, be ob 
taincd the United States might sud- 
denly stop the coinage of sil- 
ver, leaving India unprepared. Tho 
other communications discuss the fall 
in rupee value and the fluctuations in the 
rates of exchange. Tho Council, in a letter 
written in June, 1892, advises that if tho 
International Monetary Conference at Brus- 
sels fails, and a direct agreement between 
India and the United States cannot bo at- 
tained, the mints of India be closed to the 
free coinage of silver, and a gold standard 
lie introduced. 

In a minute Mr. Barbour, financial secre- 
tary of India, opposes tho stoppage of free 
coinage until it becomes evident that tho 
United States will not adopt free .coinage. 
Mr. Barbour estimates that the total active 
circulation in India amounts to 115,000,000 
rupees, while u much larger proportion is 
hoarded. To establish a gold currency with a 
full legal tender currency composed entirely 
of gold, it would be necessary to withdraw 
from circulation 115.000,0110 rupees, re- 
placing them with 77,000,000 of sterling 
gold. Ho therefore contends that with a 
gold standard in India a large proportion of 
the circulation must continue in silver, with 
silver a legal tender to any amount, If both 
metuls be maintained in circulation, a gold 
coinage to a total amount of 15,000,000 
will suffice. Mr. Long, in a minute to 
tho Council in August, 1892, discusses 
the adoption of the gold standard, and con- 
cludes by suggesting that the ratio of con- 
version be about one in twenty. In a sub- 
sequent telegram from the Earle of Kimber- 
ley to tho Viceroy of Indiu, dated June 7, 
ISO.", the former announces the recommend- 
ations of the Herscboll commission as 
adopted by the council at Simla. In ud vis- 
ing the Indian government to exchange gold 
at the rate of Gd. to tho rupeo, the commis- 
sion says that the object is to guard against 
a sudden considerable rise in exchange. 
Hereafter the ratio ought to be raised if cir- 
cumstances make it advisable. 



TELEGRAPH CONSTRUCTION. 

Progress Making by the C. I'. I!. Co. on the 
Mainland. 

VANCOUVER, Juno 20. --J. Wilson, super- 
intendent of tho Pacific Division of tho C. 
I'. R. telegraph, returned from Revelstoke 
to-day. He says that gangs of men will 
sturt, on the new telegraph line on 1st July 
simultaneously from Kaslo and Silverton, 
at, Kuslo working towards Silverton, und 
Silverton working towards Revelstoke. The 
stutions between Kaslo and Silverton will 
be at Three ForkH and New Denver. It has 
not been decided whether a cable will be 
laid under the N. W. Arm of Upper Arrow- 
lake or around tho Arm, which is very 
rocky. Mr, Wilson reports that New Den- 
ver and Silverton are quite lively, and a 
good deal of building going on. At Kaslo 
now sample works wcro in progress capable 
of handling 100 tons a day. 



IN A RECEIVER'S HANDS. 

The Seattle Luke Shore and Western Railway 
Not to lie Run by the Northern 
Pacific. 

Seattle, June 27.— Judge Hanford to- 
day p'accd tho Seattle, Lake SillOtO and 
Eastern railway in the hands of a receiver. 
Thomas Reeves Brown was appointed. The 
receivership waa granted on petition of 
Thomas Earle and Angus Mackintosh, stock- 
holders of the Seattle, Lake Shore & Eastern 
R'y Co. against the corporation as trustees 
and tho Northern Pacific R'y Co., to enjoiu 
the further operation of tho first namod cor- 
poration's railways by the latter under a 
traffic contract, for tho appointment of a 
receiver and an accounting as to the dealing 
of said corporations with each other. Tho 
court holds that the traffic contract was 
illegil. The road has been operated by the 
Northern Pacific for about two years. 

Money for I lie Pacific Coast. 

New York, June 20.— Telegraphic trans- 
fers of $120,000 to San Francisco were made 
through the sub-Treasury to-day. After 
the close of business, application was re 
ceived for a transfer of §25,000. In add i 
tion §250,000 in currency wus sent by re 
gistcred letter and express to tho Pacifli 
Coast.
